Franco, Duce 


Decide . Spain’s 
Role in War 


“eae Believed To 
Have Made Appeal 
for Help. 


By The Associated Press. 

Premier Mussolini, of Italy, and 
Francisco Franco, Spain’s chief of 
state, arrived at a “complete iden- 
tity of views” upon European mat- 
ters in two meetings yesterday at 
Bordighera, on the Italian Riveria, 
a Spanish communique announced 
early today. 

The fact that. the communique 
limited the discussion to Europe 
appeared to rule out Africa. 

There has been some specula- 
tion that the Axis might have been 
seeking African bases for use 
against the British. 

Franco is expected to mee: Mar- 
shal Philippe Petain, the French 
chief of state, today somewhere 
on French Riviera. 

There was a sharp divergence 


'in the opinion of observers as to 


that

Spain’s future role, 
Franco and Mussolini 
have settled it. 

The majority held that Musso- 
lini called on the reluctant Span- 
ish Nationalist regime to pay off 
the debt of Axis help in the Span- 
ish civil war by supplying bases 
for operations against Britain in 
the Mediterranean. Some said 
Franco traveled to Italy to ex- 
plain reasons for his reluctance 
to go to war. 

A minority leaned to conjecture 
that Spain was to be a peacemaker 
between Italy and Britain. No one 
pretended to know for sure. 

Running counter to this specu- 
lation was the flat statement of 
Berlin commentators that the 
Mussolini-Franco meeting was 
“none of our affair” and that re- 
ports of a British - Italian peace 
proposal through Spain was a 
“bad joke.” 

(British diplomatic sources 
in London, however, suggest- 
ed that Mussolini, requesting 
Spanish aid, sought even the 
dispatch of a Spanish legion 
to one of Italy’s war fronts.)

We are learning that many of the physical disabilities which 
come to young people between the ages of 18 and 25 have their 
roots in malnutrition, or in bad habits of diet and general physical 


care acquired during childhood and adolescence.

Message to Genoa 

Some 400 or more messages carried into 
Genoa the word Sunday that Brittania still 
rules the waves. From the authoritative long 
rifles of the Renown and the Malaya went 
the word that England was master not only 
of the Italian African empire but of the Italian 
seas and skies. 

The naval aspects of the. sortie into the 
Ligurian sea are vastly overshadowed by the 
moral effect. Only at the head of the Adriatic 
sea has Italy a more protected port. Yet up 
from Malta, the base the Nazis and Italians 
have been trying to make untenable from near- 
by air fields, the striking force swept past 
Sardinia, probably the lair of the larger part 
of the Italian fleet; past the great airfields; 
past the protecting light craft, destroyers and 
torpedo boats; through the mine fields until 
finally it was in position to hurl the explosive 
messages of the fleet, daring and unafraid. 
There was little answer. Only an air raid, 
which apparently had little, if any, effect. 

The greatest effect must have been in the 
port of Genoa, for centuries one of the world’s 
great sea havens. The Italians admit more 
than 300 killed and wounded—the probabili- 
ties are that the casualties are much more. 
The more than 400 shells hurled into the port 
and the city spell terrific destruction, for each 
is capable of three and four times as great 
destruction as that an air bomb would cause. 

The Italians are inclined to dismiss the 
action, and to charge lack of sportsmanship 
on the part of the British fleet because they 
fired from the morning mists and the Italian 
gunners could not find them. Yes, that is true. 
So, too, have the people of London been shat- 
tered by bombs riding the night skies—Itesian 
bombers as well as German—and just so have 
the people of England been killed in their 
beds. The morning mists were kind, and the 
Renown and the Malaya will return yet an- 
other day to the business of their masters— 
death to all who have scorned the dignity and 
power of the ships that fly the Royal ensign.

Representative Luther A. Johnson, and several others.

mittee met every morning, to consider the program for the day’s 


session. 


As has been said already,.the committee reached its decisions 
on its own hook, so far as the President was concerned. Liaisons 
were maintained, however, with Representative James Wadsworth

THE OPIATE OF THE PEOPLE This new mayor of ours is

WE HOPE EASTERN TIME WILL BE 
ADOPTED FOR ENTIRE STATE.

A bill has been introduced in the ‘general as- 
sembly requesting that eastern standard time be 
adopted for the entire state, which is now divided 
into two time zones. We think one time for the 
entire state would be infinitely better than two, 
which now causes considerable confusion. For 
instance, when Gainesville people go to Atlanta 
they jump from eastern time into central time, 
which is an hour slower.

Pepys’ famous diary contains many entries that offend modern 
taste and sensibilities, but there is one that innocently surpasses 
all the rest by its casual revelation of nastiness. In this entry Mr. 
Pepys frankly rejoices in the comfort of a newly-cleaned wig, hav- 
fies — it to the hairdresser’s to be purged of accumulated nits 
and lice. 

Since he speaks of it so casually, the implication is that all other 
gentlemen of his time were inhabited by the same fauna. 

Another historical incident that is equally revealing concerns 
the funeral rites of a famous English churchman. He had come to 
his end while clothed in many layers of woolen garments, for the 
weather was bitter cold, and the body still wore these needless 
protections as it lay on a marble slab in the cold cathedral. 

The people had assembled to mourn, but one tittered in unholy 
glee and then all guffawed together, for the late churchman’s 
garments seemed to be covered by a moving gray veil that flowed 
down to the marble slab and crept across its surface. Hordes of 
inhabitants were leaving the body as it cooled. 

These incidents are not pretty things, but they are useful to 
form contrast and show what a great way mankind has come. 

Consider now a city and district in Manchuria. Every person 
in the crowded city wears a felt mask. Over the whole region a 
sickening stench rises to heaven. Doctors labor night and day. 
It is a plague—the “black fever,” which means the terrible and 
mysterious “black death” which almost destroyed Europe in the 
Middle Ages. 

In other times it would have swept across the earth. Now 
Japanese and Russian authorities have it under control. 

Why are plagues less deadly now? Serums, of course, and 
greater medical knowledge; but chiefly because people are cleaner 
and free of vermin. When King Jamie led the flight from London’s 
“great plague,” no one suspected that sick fleas from sick rats 
were the carriers of death.

He should have been a show-

man? Oh, no, 
including a president’s 
show. 

Maybe you think the Judge hasn’t resorted to a bit of 
theatrics this winter, just as 
he does every winter. He 
always gives the fans plenty 
to talk—and think—about 
in off season. Not to forget 
the owners. 

A year ago he cleaned 
out the Detroit chain, turn- 
ing loose about 75 ball play- 
ers. It made Detroit mad 
enough to win the American 
League pennant. Always do- 
ing a good turn, the Judge iS. 

Now, look what the 
Judge has done to disturb 
the peace and mind of the 
club owners. (He missed 
his calling, huh? ) The Judge 
has ruled that players sold 
by minors to majors before 
the draft (baseball kind) 
cannot be sent out the next 
year without waivers. This, 
of course, applies only to 
players eligible for the draft. 

(For instance, a rookie 

JUDGE LANDIS in the Southern League is 
not eligible for the draft until he has served three seasons. ) 

Anyway, the Judge might as well have thrown a lighted 
bomb in the major and minor ranks. He couldn’t have caused 
more consternation. 

The Judge simply is striking another lick at the chain- 
store system of baseball. The chain-store system gives a 
player fully as many rights as a serf under the old feudal 
system. 

Sure, the major owners are screaming and saying 

the Judge can’t mean what he says. Because it means 

that when they want to send Tom, Dick or Harry 

back to the minors for another year or three, they 
must first ask waivers. The waiver price is $7,500. 

And Tom, Dick or Harry might have cost much in 

excess of that figure. 

The Judge’s plan is designed strictly to give the young 
players a break?. And who, after all, does the public pay 
to see play the game, the players or the owners? 


Doe’s for [t The Judge’s plan might make for bet- 


ter baseball. Doc Prothro, manager of 
the Phainting Phils, is all for it. Doc says it will give second- 
division clubs a chance at players who otherwise would go 
down into the minors again, when there were berths waiting 
for them in the majors. 


Too often in baseball history great young pros- 
pects have been ‘“‘covered up” in the minors when 
they were good enough to play in the majors. Many 
have never been given the opportunity they de- 
served—the opportunity not necessarily for the fame, 
but for the money the major league job carries with it. 
The Judge often has shown that he is a champion of the 

player—and goodness knows the player needs a champion. 
That is, speaking of baseball where the chain-store system 
prevails. 

Major owners cry that the Judge’s ruling 
end of big sales prices for minor league stars. 

Why? 

The Judge’s ruling applies only to players eligible 
for the draft. A great young rookie like Willard 
Marshall isn’t affected. And there will be many high- 
priced rookies eligible for the draft who still will be 
sold for a good price. Because the gamble will be 
worth it. 

The old saying that you can’t keep a good man down 
isn’t true in Chain-store baseball. And how! Plenty of 
paunchy magnates have kept young stars buried until their 
usefulness was spent.
